Bribe Scam 



John Horak, the general manager of HOD 
Disposal Inc. of Antioch, was sentenced to 
six months in jail, five years probation, and a 
fine of $25,000 for bribing Fox Lake officials, 
by U.S. District Court Judge Charles Norgle 
Jr. on March 13. 

Last month, a jury found Horak guilty of 
paying a series of bribes totaling $20,000 
from 1961 to 1983, to former Fox Lake Mayor 
Richard Hamm and former village Trustee 
Richard Gerretsen. 

In exchange for the bribes, those involved 
got the Fox Lake Village Board to approve a 
garbage removal contract with HOD. 
Disposal Inc. of Antioch. The company is a 



subsidiary of Waste Management Inc. of Oak 
Brook, who purchased the firm from Horak 
in 1972 for 63,424 shares of stock. 

The stocks are at the center of the issue of 
whether or not Horak will have to forfeit his 
stock in Waste Management Inc. Norgle con- 
tinued this issue until April 9. 

Also at issue is the restitution that must be 
paid to the village of Fox Lake for over- 
charges in garbage removal. 

U.S. Attorney, Ira Raphaelson recom- 
mended that restitution to the village be set 
at 1090,000, which was the amount of the gar- 
bage contract which was won with bribes

AFS Students Describe 
New Experiences

Both sides were heard by 
the Women of the United 
Protestant Church in 
February as Grayslake High 
Exchange students told of 
their experiences. 

Cheryl Castellanos told of 
her three-month trip to 
Japan as an exchange 
student last summer. Terry 
Masaki, the present AFS ex- 
change student showed 
slides of his homeland and 
spoke of his experiences 
here in America as a 
student. 

- Castellanos actually spent ' 
one month attending school. 
She said there the students 
all wore uniforms, and girls 
wore skirts most of the time. 
Shorts were rarely worn out- 
side of the home. Subjects 
taught were basically the 
same as here in the United 
States except girls learned 
housekeeping half of the 
time and half of the time in 
that subject area had 
physical education. 

While language was dif- 
ficult for Cheryl, she did 
learn enough to get along in 
general conversation. 

Her family consisted of the 
father Otoosan, the mother 
Okaasan and a seven-year 
old "sister" Maki. Maki 
taught Cheryl one of the 
Japanees alphabets, (there 
are three). 

Castellanos found the food 
quite different, "lots of 
rice." She had no problems 
with chopsticks, having 
practiced before going to 
Japan. The family lived in a 
farm area, "very much like 
Grayslake," commented 
Cheryl. She noted that at- 
tidues toward women in 
Japan are "more old 
fashioned, she is basically a 
housewife, and children stay

children longer. Children 
don't become co-ed as young 
as in the U.S. The girls stay 
together and boys stay 
together." 

Castellanos had time to 
meet with other AFS studen- 
ts during her stay. She didn't 
see too much of Ottosan as 
he was a businessman. 
However, Okaasan and Maki . 
were able to show and ex- 
perience with her Japaneese 
life and culture. While 
mainly a housewife, 
Okaasan taught English 
classes at her home. 

Terry Masaki, who is a 
senior exchange student at 
Grayslake High is staying 
with the Walters family 
while here in the U.S. His 
hometown is Fujioka, a city 
of 35,000 about 75 miles north 
of Tokyo. He shared slides of 
his homeland, and seemed 
most proud of showing the 
drug store his family owned 
and his high school pictures. 
With about 20 drug stores in 
the town, "1 think my house 
the best," he said. His family 
lives behind the store. 

His high school in Japan 
only has three grades with 
about 1,250 students, 
predominately boys. He 
noted that students were not 
allowed to drive cars and 
there was no driver 
education in the school 
system. 

Subject matter was pretty 
much the same, history, 
chemistry, math, English, 
computer and physical 
education. One big dif- 
ference was that the 
teachers move from 
classroom, rather than the 
students. 

School starts at 8:40 a.m. 
and lasts until 3:05 p.m. with 
the students being respon- 
sible to clean up the school 



after school hours. They also 
attend school a half day on 
Saturday with summer 
vacation lasting two months. . 

Masaki likes American 
food-except pickles and red 
.cabbage. He is especially 
fond of pizza and Mc- 
Donalds. "Japaneese pizza 
is poor," he declared. 

English education begins 
in junior high, he noted. The 
most popular sport is 
baseball. He has found the 
winter weather pretty cold 
here but did enjoy building a 
snowman. 

Masaki feels there is good - 
in both cultures, American 
and Japanees. He likes 
America very much and is 
impressed with the frien- 
dliness of the people. But he 
does not agree with those 
who feel "American way is 
the best. There is good in 
both." 

Masaki seems to have the 
feeling of many American 
students. His English class 
was presently reading Mac- 
beth, "terrible book" he 
commented. 

Masaki said there are 
vocational schools in Japan. 
However he plans to attend 
college and is considering 
the micro-biology field so he 
is taking chemistry while at 
Grayslake High.

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Ban The Blinds? 



After a Chain 0' Lakes snowmobiler was 
fatally injured in a crash with an abandoned 
duck blind there was a hue and cry for 
something to be done. Even the hunters 
themselves admit that the blinds constitute 
obstructions to other recreation. seekers af- 
ter hunting season is over. 

Recognizing a threat to their hunting 
rights, hunters are showing good sense in- 
coming forward with suggestions on how the 
general public can deal with the problem of 
duck blind dangers. As a group, hunters and 
gun users are used to defiling with regulating 
bodies. They are effective lobbyists and they 
know their way around the halls of govern- 
ment. 



For a starting point in regulating the use of 
duck blinds, we would like to suggest' that 
any stance considering duck' blinds as 
anything other than temporaryis in- 
tolerable. Certainly, where navigable 
waters are involved even the consideration 
of a semipermanent blind is unthinkable. 

Confusing, jurisdictions add to the 
problem. Fortunately, the newly formed 
Chain O* Lakes-Fox River Water 
Management Agency is showing a 
willingness to get involved. If the hunters 
adopt a self policing attitude and adopt tem- 
porary duck blinds in navigable waters 
during legal hunting season, a total "ban the 
blinds" movement can be avoided. 



Belts Saving Lives 



The substantial 23.3 percent drop in 
automobile occupant fatalities this February 
from the five-year average should reinforce 
Illinois citizens' support of our safety belt use 
law. 

Lois Robinson, executive director of the 
Illinois Coalition for Safety Beit Use, 
reported that provisional figures from the 
Illinois Dept. of Transportation (IDOT) 
showing 56 occupant deaths this February, a 
23.3 percent decrease from the five-year 
average 73 deaths for February and a 21.1 
percent decrease from the 71 killed in 
February, 1985, should give further impetus 
to the growing support for the safety belt law 
that is demonstrated in the statewide survey 
conducted for the Coalition in January. 

The survey, which compared attitudes on 
the law and safety belt use this January with 
a similar survey conducted in April, 1985, 



indicates that: 

-71 percent of Illinois residents currently 
support the law and believe it is helping to 
save lives, a 12.6 percent (8 percentage 
point) increase over the 63 percent who said 
they supported the law in April, 1985. 

-72 percent believe the law should be 
strictly enforced, an increase of 5.8 percent 
(4 percentage points) over the 68 percent 
who supported strict. enforcement in 1985. 
This same 72 percent believe the law should 
be continued. 

-42 percent claim to always use safety 

-belts, a major increase over the 17 percent 

• who claimed toalways use belts last April. 73 

percent say they urge passengers to buckle 

up, an almost 50 percent (24 percentage 

point) increase over the 49 percent who said 

' they suggested use last April. 



Depends On Viewpoint 



One of the most abused and bantered 
around statistics in Illinois is the unem- 
ployment rate. That's only natural in a key 
industrial state with a volatile labor market. 
Politicians revel in employment figures, 
using them to their personal advantage. Con- 
sider these statistics and how they fit the 
political spectrum: 

•As of January, nearly 5.23 million 
Illinoisans were employed— the most in the 
state's history. 

•In December, 1985, the Illinois unem- 
ployment rate totalled 8.3 percent, 1.6 per- 
cent greater than the 6.7 percent natural 
unemployment rate. 

As the campaign moves into high gear for 
the 1986 general election, without doubt Gov. 
James Thompson will be talking about the 
former figure while his Democratic 
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challenger, former Sen. Adlai Stevenson will 
be dwelling on the latter. It's all a point of 
view. 

Anyone can be an armchair prognosticator 
with the raw facts. Consider these: 

In December 1965, 472,000 Illinoisans were 
searching for work, including 287,000 men 
and 185,000 women. Of that total, the per- 
centage of unemployed who were black was 
much greater than their share of the 
population-168 thousand or 35.6 percent 
compared to 292 thousand or 61.9 percent 
who were white-reflecting the serious 
economic problems still faced by many in 
Illinois' urban areas. 

Of the unemployed, 169,000 or 35.8 percent 
were out of work four weeks or less, 142,000 
or 30.1 percent five to 14 weeks, and 161,000 or 
34.1 percent 15 weeks or more. Studies have 
shown that a substantial number of in- 
dividuals unemployed during a particular 
month were not unemployed in the following 
month. This large degree of turnover means 
that far more than the 472,000 Illinoisans 
unemployed during December experienced a 
period of unemployment at some time during 
the past year. 

Some 3.003 million adults in Illinois were 
not actively seeking income-producing work 
- over half of those, 1.547 million, were oc- 
cupied in maintaining a household. In par- 
ticular, some 1.511 million women main- 
tained homes rather than enter the labor 
market. For the rest of the adults outside the 
labor market, 482,000 were attending school, 
121,000 were unable to work; and 853,000 
were not seeking jobs for other reasons. 

We're not sure what all these figures add 
up to, except that while there are a lot of 
people working in Illinois, too many persons 
still are unemployed. You take it from here.

Dixon supports the funding of 
the Contras, who are committed to the 
destruction of the Sandinista regime. The 
Contras are counterrevolutionary forces. 
Dixon asserted: "We would win down there 
with congressional support for the Contras/' 
He asserted that Sandinista leader, Daniel 
Ortega," is a Communist and a Marxist. I 
am ashamed that former Democratic 
President Jimmy Carter would have his 
photograph taken with a known Communist 

.like Ortega," Sen. Dixon stated that he op- 
posed a U.S. invasion of Nicaragua. He 
claimed that Congress had failed to provide 
the Contras with the necessary aid to destroy 
the pro-Communist government in Managua. 

2. REELECTION CAMPAIGN: Conceding 
that everybody is beatable," Sen. Dixon 
contended that his reelection would help the 
state of ' Illinois. Dixon maintained. 
"Seniority adds immeasurably to the service 
of U.S. Senators." 



3. THE ILL. ECONOMY: Dixon admitted 
that Illinois economy suffered because we 
don't have a sizeable ': industry with defense 
contracts. He observed: "We don't build air- 
planes, ships or tanks."" 

4. IMS OFF-YEAR -ELECTIONS: This 
year, the country will elect 34 Senators. 
Twenty-two Republican seats are at stake in 
the 1986 elections; Sen. Dixon predicted that 
the Democrats will recapture control of the 
Senate. He observed that the pattern of off- 
year elections is for the President's party, to 
lose seven Senate seats in a second mid-term 
election. Dixon said: "Idon'tknowwherethe 
gains will come from, but we will win control 
of the Senate." 
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5. REAGAN'S POPULARITY: Sen; Dixon 
contended that Republican President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower (1963-1961) "was a father 
figure to the country, who didn't have any 
political enemies." The Senator conceded 
that President Ronald Reagan is an ex- 
tremely popular Chief Executive. Unlike 
Eisenhower, Reagan, however, "has some 
groups who hate him: farmers and blacks." 

i. THE FARM REVOLT: Dixon described 
a recent conversation with Republican Sen. 
James Abdnor from South Dakota on a plane 
flight from Washington to the heartland. Ab- 
dnor confided to Dixon: "What am I going to 
tell my constituents? How can I defend an in- 
crease in military spending when President 
Reagan wants to cut farm programs by 16 
percent?" Sen. Abdnor lamented to Dixon: 
"I am going to have to oppose the President's 
budget to the voters." 

Sen. Dixon stated that Abdnor had 
defeated Democratic Sen. George McGovern 
in the 1960 elections when Ronald Reagan 
won his first landslide victory for the 
presidency. This year, Sen. Abdnor has a 
strong Democratic opponent in the per- 
sonage of U.S. Rep. Thomas A. Daschle. 
Dixon predicted that "the farm revolt" 
would benefit Democratic candidates in the* 
traditionally GOP farm belt states."

Because of the increase in the number of 
working women, especially mothers, and 
also the increase in the number of single 
parent families with women as the head of 
the household, parents seem to have less and 
less tune to spend with their children. 

Information gained from. Irene Green of 
the University of Illinois Extension Service 
in Grays lake, relates that all children, 
especially the IS million "Latchkey 
Children," need parents to spend time with 
them. 

"Latchkeys" are those children that 
return from school everyday and let them-, 
selves into an empty bouse where they will 
spend some solitary three or more hours un- 
til Mom and-or Dad return from work. 

ChiW-care experts say that "spending time 
with family members is one of the most im- 
portant indicators of a strong family," and 
they also state that the critical time to build 
meaningful relationships b et w ee n parents 
and children occurs only during the few short 
years that they are growing up under the 
parents' roof . 

Elimaung all the extra hours that today's 
children and parents spend away from home 
when involved in after school, social and 
recreation activities, and adding up the few 
hours left before bedtime on weekdays, even 
with what's left on Saturdays and Sundays, 
the actual hours available for "family time," 



are few and far between. 

The experts advise that the only way to 
manage to get that all-important family time 
in is by planning ahead for it and making 
sure it happens. 

The old adage that, no matter bow busy, 
people can usually find time for the things, 
they really want to find time for, applies in 
the case of "family time.". 

Green's report, under the beading of "How 
Much Time Is Enough Time?" says that that 
question has individual answers dependent 
on individual families. 

. In all the advice given to much absent 
parents, mandatorily included is the phrase, 
"It's not the quantity of time parents spend 
with their children but the quality of that 
time that counts." 

Quality in anything logically cannot be 
achieved by spending five minutes a day in 
its development 

According to the extension service report, 
quality time is based on attitudes and 
feelings. Families that have a quality 
relationship have a feeling of high self-worth 
and have direct, clear and specific com- 
munication with each other. 

Famines with quality ties to each other 
operate under rules that are flexible, human, 
appropriate and subject to change and their 
links to the world outside are: hopeful and 
open. 

While listing the developing of effective 



communication with one another as the base 
and most important factor in bringing family 
members close together, the extension ser- 
vice advises that family members get in the 
habit of using direct eye contact and the art 
of touching one another on a day to day basis. 

Practicing letting Mom, Dad, brother and 
sister know that you care about them and are 
interested in them will also tighten family 
ties. 

Turning routine time spent together into, 
quality time is another idea which involves 
little . things like singing , while working 
around the house, working in close proximity 
to one another so communication is possible, 
making a game out of work, and planning 
surprises for other family members now and 
then. f+ ' > 

Paying compliments to each other when 
they, are due and offering advice judiciously 
are also on the list of ways to create quality 



time together. 

Families that are interested in one 
another, take time to listen to each other. 
They leave each one solve their own 
problems, unless asked for help and they ac- 
cept, and try to understand, the feelings of 
others, even when they are the opposite of 
one's own. 

The descriminate use of the television set 
in lieu of interaction with one another tops 
the list of qua li ty time factors. 

The extension service summarizes its 
recommendations on the creation of quality 
time by saying that quality time spent with 
family members, means making sure that 
enough time is spent as a family and that 
that time draws the family closer together. 
The skills needed in developing the in- 
teraction necessary can be gained by anyone 
who really cares about spending quality time 
with their family.

Have; you ever thought 
about how many types of 
working dogs there are and 
all the different things they 
do. 

Most of us think of the 
guide dog first Did you know 
that dogs nave guided Wind 
people for centuries? A 
seeing eye dog must be of 
calm temperment, in- 
telligent and large enough to 
influence, his master's 
movements. Usually female 
dogs are used as they are 
less distracted by other 
dogs. The German shepherd 
group and the collie seem to 
be best suited. Sometimes 
the lab retriever is used. 

In the beginning, pups are 
taken care of by families and 
basic training is started at a 
young age. The blind person 
is also trained so he and the 
dog can learn to work as a 
team. 

Recently, dogs have been 
trained to assist the deaf. 



Army dogs are used to 
, sniff out arms and ex- 
plosives. They are also 
trained not to touch them in 
case they are booby-trapped. 
Some of the working 
breeds serve well as rescue 
-dogs. They search for 
misting persons and can 
\ even save a drowning per- 



Some dogs are very useful 
-for. mountain rescue work. 
The large St Bernard is one 
of them. He can move across 
the snow faster than man, 
and can sniff out a person 
who is buried under piles of 
snow; When he barks loudly, 
it is a signal for the rescue 
team to come and help. 

There are also dogs which 
are cattle drovers. This 
group inr h idf ff the St. Ber- 
nard, German srhnainer 
and the Belgian Bouvier des 
Flandres. These dogs also 
help pull carts in many areas 
of Europe. They are cheaper 
than horses.

He must have a high degree 
of intelligence since his job is 
to protect the herd from 
preying animals and be 
aware of the problems that 
arise in herding from one 
place to another. 

For thousands of years, 
dogs have been used all over 
the world to herd sheep, cat- 
tle and other livestock. The 
dog must work closely with 
the shepherd and obey each 
whistle and voice command 
Often the dog must work on 
his -own.' 'There are times 
when two or more dogs are 
needed to. work together to 
control a large herd. When 
sheep are crowded together 
to squeeze through a small 
opening in a pen or shipping 
yard, the ba cking dog does 
bis thing. He walks on the 
backs, of sheep to keep them 
moving along. 

Shepherd dogs vary in size 
and temperament. They 
usually come from the collie 
or German she p herd family. 
There are also the Shetland, 
English and Belgian sheep- 



dogs, Hungarian pulik, Fren- 
ch briard, Welsh corgis and 
Rottweiler: 

There are many jobs a dog 
must do to control a herd. A 
well-trained dog can handle 
many animals, make them 
go where he wants, round up 
strays and deliver a whole 
herd to an exact point. These 
dogs are valued and- in- 
dispensable in controlling a 
herd. 

Some hunting dogs can be 
adapted to sports. An exam- 
ple of a dog used for racing, 
is the Russian wolfhound. 

Dogs can be trained to en- 
tertain at circuses or to act 
in ty shows. 

The dog has offered so 
much to man. His tasks have 
become endless. 

The next time you see a 
dog doing something to 
cause you to say, "What a 
dumb dog," ask yourself 
how dumb be really is. 
Examples have been presen- 
ted to show the intelligence 
dogs possess. If a dog is well- 
trained, he can do amazing 
things.

returnr * 



Taxpayers must report in- 
come received from just 
about every source. Sources 
of income are broad ranging. 
Income can result from 
wages, alimony and door 
prizes. It can also result 
from wagering, forgiven 
debts, bartering and even 
from illegal activities. 



Just like there are deduc- 
tible and non-deductible ex- 
penses, there is taxable, non- 
taxable and only partially 
taxable income. Examples 
of non-taxable income are 
gifts, inheritances and in- 
come received from certain 

investments. Income that is 
only partially taxable may 



be from benefits received for 
social security and Tier I 
railroad retirement, unem- 
ployment benefits, and 
proceeds from the sale of a 
residence.

' The Japanese have billions and billions of 
dollars. Of the world's 20 largest banks, nine 
are Japanese (only three are American), 
and those nine alone have assets of almost 
one trillion dollars. This opens $300 billion for 
investment here. 

The Japanese have reason to' invest. 
Recent rate cuts in Japan have reduced their 
discount rate to 4 percent (ours was just 
reduced to 7 percent) making our interest 
rates very attractive, though they seem low 
tous. 

European industrial nations have made 
similar rate cuts, also keeping our rates 
attractive for them. 

—Oil continues to decline in price and is now 
selling for $11 a barrel, down from $32 only a 
few months ago. The effect is to reduce the 
price of everything that we use, eat and 
wear. The effect is great enough to hide, if 
not bury, the inflationary effects of interest 
rate declines and looser credit. 

Lower oil prices also mean lower fuel bills.

IN REVIEW: News of lower interest rales 
sent the stock market soaring. Economic 
news that the economy is still maintaining its 
slow but steady growth (called sluggish by

Con- 
sumers today will find the average interest 
rates of 10.26 percent for & 30-year fixed-rate 
mortgage, 13.77 percent on a home im- 
provement loan, and 12.62 percent for a 48- 
month new car loan. 

THE FORECAST: American consumers 
and businesses will have a good summer. By 
the July-August vacation season The Meyers 
Report expects; 

—Interest rates for -savings and lending 
instruments are close to the bottom, but will 
stay down for months. 

—Interest rates on fixed-rate mortgages 
should hit 9.25 percent, with luck possibly a 
; bit lower. We haven't seen a better time to 
buy or refinance a house in 10 years. 
—Car loans available from banks and 
savings associations should fall well into the 
10 percent range. 

—Regular gasoline should be priced at 75 
cents a gallon. 

—Inflation,- as measured by the Consumer 
Price Index, should be minimal for nine 
months or longer. 

—Stock market prices will remain at their 
present levels, without a sharp decline or 
correction below 1675 on the Dow Jones 
Industrial Average. On the high side the Dow 
could reach 1825 or higher by this fall. 

—Look for the six-month Treasury bill to 
show a rate of 6 percent, while the long 
Treasury bond (30-year bond) could fall to 
7.50 percent before we see an upturn in rates.

Larson Provides Health Care H Z! 



by GARY S.MEYERS 

A " vintage Superman 
comic book may be more 
rare than Kryptonite and 
worth more than a vintage 
wine from the cellars, of 
Baron de Rothchilde. 

People of all ages collect 
the old books for 
" mega bucks. " My Mother 
will never believe this, but 
comic books are the fourth 
most-collected item in 
America. 

VThere are essentially two 
ways to make money on 
comic books: speculating on 
a new comic book or pur- 
chasing older books that are 
already valuable and may 
'continue to increase in 
value. 

The value of a comic book 
is determined first by the 
creating artist and second by 
the main character. Con- 
dition, of course, also is very 
important as well, collectors 
told The Meyers Report. 

NEW EDITIONS: A 
limited amount of expertise 
is required to speculate on 
new comic books. 

As an investor, you need to 
know who the "hot" artists 
are and have some idea as to 
how long they will stay hot. 

A new comic book will 
generally appreciate rapidly 
if it is drawn by a popular 
artist or if a minor character 
graduates into a comic book 
of his own. 

Today the cover price for a 
new comic book is 75 cents, 
but if you buy in bulk, you 
can usually get a 30 to 50 
percent discount from a 
distributor. Most 

speculators buy between 20 
and 200 copies of a new 
comic book. 

It usually takes between 
one-and-a-half to three years 
for a new comic to ap- 
preciate significantly. "It is 
not worth $3 or $4 at the end 
of three years," said John 
Stangeland, the manager of 
Titan Comics, a Chicago 
dealer. 

For the sake of com- 
parison, it would be like 
buying gold bullion at $341 
per .iunce, today's price, and 
having it rise to $1,000 to 
$1,300 an ounce. 

Presently, there is a new 
trend in the comic book 
market-books based on 
television characters and 
popular toys have been 
skyrocketing. 

One book, Robo-Tech, 
listed for $1.50 six months 
' ago, is now worth $6.00, a 400 
percent increase in value. 
(Six months ago an ounce of 
gold was selling for $321 and 
is now worth $341, an in- 
crease of six percent.) 

"Dealers were initially 
skeptical about comic books 
based on television 
characters because the 
books were not being drawn 
by "hot" artists," said Joe 
Sarno, manager of Comic 
Kingdom in Chicago. "In 
fact, most of these books got 
off to a sluggish start, but in 
recent months they have 
been appreciating rapidly." 
Most dealers are skeptical 
about how long this current 
boom will last. 

Another opportunity for 
investing in new comic books 
has arrived with the ap- 
pearance of small in- 
dependent publishers who 
arc coming out with black 
and white books. 

"Some of these, like 
Teenage Mutant Ninja 
Turtles, a satire of other 



popular books, have gained 
popularity," said Scarno. 
"The comic first appeared IB 
months ago and is now in its 
fourth printing." 

"Originally priced at $1.50, 
first print run copies of 
Teen a gee Mutant Ninja 
Turtles, are worth up to 
$75," said Stangeland. "And, 
copies from the second run 
are selling for between $8 
and $12." 

The first print run of these 
smaller publishers is usually 
about 10,000, as compared to 
100,000 to 150,000, run by the 
larger publishers like 
Marvel Comics or D.D. 
Comics. 

If a book from a smaller 
publisher gets popular, its 
value appreciates especially 
rapidly due to the limited 
supply. 

BUYING VINTAGE 
BOOKS: Investing in older 
books is a more long-term 
investment. 

"But, the market for older 
comics turns over every few 
years. This means that even 
the value of older comic 
books fluctuates with 
market trends," said 
Stangeland. 

Today's rage is "Golden 
Age" comics from the 1930's 
and 1940's. Two or three 
years ago it was the Disney 
comics of the 1950's. 

Scarno forecasts that 
Superman from the mid 
1960's will be the next trendy 
item. 

When collecting older 
comics, the safest in- 
vestments are in the first 
issues of popular characters 
such as Superman, Captain 
America and theX-Men. 

Sets of comics are also 
valuable. A set consists of all 
the books featuring a certain 
character which were drawn 
by a single artist. 

Artists switch off from 
books constantly, so a set 
usually consists of only 12 to 
15 books. 

The most valuable comic 
book is the first super-hero 
comic book ever published. 
It was published by Action 
Comics, and featured none 
other than the man of steel 
himself, Superman, now in 
his 580th issue. 

One man bought a 
Superman 1, Superman's 
first solo book, for $3,000 in 
1982 and sold it for $5,000 in 
1983. Then in 1984 he bought 
it back for $7,000 and resold 
itfor$12,000inl985. 

For potential investors 
there is the Overstreet 
Comic Book Price Guide, 
published by Harmony 
Books annually in April, and 
updated each October. It 
costs $10.95 and is available 
at most comic book stores 
and many general book 
stores. 

"Books from an era which 
is currently popular can be 
worth double and sometimes 
triple what they arc listed in 
the Price Guide," 
Stangeland said.

Charles Kempf, resort owner and member 
of the Fox River-Chain O'Lakes Water 
Management Agency, has* formed a com-: 
mittee of duck hunters who, in the weeks 
ahead, will discuss ways in which to regulate 
some of the duck blinds located in the Chain 
O'Lakes waterway. 

Attention was brought to this issue last 
month when a Mount Prospect man died af- 
ter his snowmobile hit a chick blind off of In- 
dian Point in Fox Lake. Kempf, however, 
said that the agency had been examining the 
problem before the Feb. 22 accident. 
" Also on the committee are Charles 




'"Chuck" Miller, the Antioch Chief of Police, 
Roy Dundalack, of the Water Management 
Agency, and John Haling, whose family has 

.owned a resort in Antioch for many years. 
All of the men are duck hunters and familiar 
with the problems of the duck hunter as well 
as the boater. 

Kempf said that there will be some 
discussion concerning blinds on state, con- 
trolled water that may be in the main boating 
channels, but that these did not cause most of 
the problems in the waterway. 

According to Kempf the lake with the most 
duck blind problems is Fox Lake. Because 
this lake is shallower than most others in the

waterway, Kempf said that hunters are able 
to build blinds further; away from the shore 
and in the middle of summer boat traffic'. 

Kempf explained that the most serious 
problem caused by the duck blinds was the 
damage done to boats using the waterway. 
Some hunters will cut the pilings that support 
their blinds off at ice level when duck hunting 
season ends. These pilings are covered by 
water in the summer and can cause severe 
damage to boats that run into them. 

Some ideas that will be discussed by the 
committee will include, banning the use of 
pipes and other metal materials as supports 
for duck blinds and limiting wooden supports 
to 2X4 boards. The committee will also con- 
sider a floating blind only policy for the 
waterway. 

Other regulations that will be considered 
by the committee will include requiring all 
hunters to register and report the location of 
their blind with the Water Management 
Agency. At the time of registration hunters 
would have to leave a deposit of $50-$100. 

Hunters would also be required to remove 
their duck blinds by April 30, and they would 
forfeit their deposit if their blinds were still 
in the water after this date. Hunters would 



also be fined and charged with the clean-up 
cost for not complying. . 
•V The committee will also consider requiring 
all blinds to be fitted with blinking lights that 
can be seen from a full 360 degrees around 
the blind. The agency would require only a 
deposit to supply the lights. 

To enforce these regulations the agency 
would have all blind sites marked on maps 
and they would regularly check these sites 
for compliance. 

Kempf said that the committee will bring 
their findings before the agency at their 
regular meetings which are open to the 
public. Kempf also said that, the main ob- 
jective of the committee will be to try to get 
both duck hunters and boaters to work 
together to improve the Chain O'Lakes 
Waterway. 

"There have been cases of boaters burning 
down blinds, while at other times hunters 
have left hazards in the water," explained 
Kempf, "we're trying to solve these 
problems in order to promote a sense of har- 
mony between the two groups." 

The agency hopes to have a workable 
solution to the problem by the start of this 
year's duck hunting season.

tn what may be the sharpest blow of 
criticism yet to the Central Lake County 
.Water Committee (CLCWC), Mundelein 
Mayor Colin McRae has said that the 
committee is "stalling" in its efforts; to ob- 
tain Lake Michigan water for the six 
member communities. 

In an open letter, McRae said that "more 
time and money have spend than necessary 
to decide on the most recent lake water 
project, but that's democracy in action." 

The committee, which includes Liber- 
tyville, Mundelein, Vernon Hills, Grayslake, 
Gurnee, Lake Bluff, Ktiollwood, Roundout 
and Wildwood, formed ; four years ago to 
study the feasibility of constructing a 
pipeline to bring lake Water to those com- 
munities. 

By owning their pipeline rather than 
agreeing to buy water from another com- 
munity, CLCWC participants had hoped to 
control their water costs. 

Over the past several months, however, 
the committee has debated at length whether 
to buy water from Highland Park or pursue a 
proposal from Lake Forest enabling the 
CLCWC to construct its own pipeline. Ac- 
cording to Libertyville Mayor Paul Neal, 
construction costs would be paid off and 
water rates would be reduced after 20 years. 

Last month, the committee agreed to 
divide into two tiers, with communities in the 
southern portion including Libertyville,

St. Mary's Church in 
Fremont, celebrated its 
centennial in 1964! At that 
time Leonard Schmitt, 
president of the Fort Hills 
Historical Society had been 
asked to compile a history of 
;the. church. He spoke to 
many people, literally 
'picking their brains,' for 
background data and as a 



result, accumulated a 
multitude of old 
photographs. This "un- 
covering of memories'' took 
Schmitt approximately- five 
years. 

According to Schmitt, St. 
Mary's Church was 
originally located - on 
Fremont Center Rd. with 
cemeteries on either side. 
When the church was moved 



to its present location, 
relatives of those buried in 
the cemeteries were 
requested to make 
arrangements to; move the 
graves to the new location. 
There were approximately 
50 graves that had to be 
moved by. hand, with pick 
and shovel, so it became a 
very lengthy project.

related Schmitt, ''was called 
Marsh Settlement, for a 
family named Marsh, as was 
the custom in those days.' St. 
Mary's Church,'- he con- 
tinued, "was then called St.' 
John's German Roman 
Catholic Church, whereas 
the area in Wauconda, where 
the Transfiguration 
Cemetery is now, was known 
as Murray, for a family in 
those parts. There was a 
little log cabin church 
located there at that time." 

Schmitt has collected 
pictures and documents of 
past happenings. For in- 
stance, there is a copy of the 
deed to the present church 
property, that was signed by 
John and Anna Maier on 
June 23, 1860. A Civil War 
Record belonging to George 
Diebold, shows the various 
battles in which he par- 
ticipated. George Diebold is 
the grandfather of Virginia 
Diebold, president of St. 
Mary's Senior Center of 
Fremont. 

A letter from a former 
nun, Sister Mary Doris, who 
had taught back in those 
"good old days," • related: 
"Our convent had previously 
been a chicken house which 
we helped clean, and soon 
had a kitchen,; parlor, 



bedroom and a room where 
we taught 40, children. The 
house was so cold," she 
wrote on,; "that we got 
permission to sleep together 
at night to keep warm. We 
kept our fresh vegetables in 
a container behind the organ 
in the parlor." 

In the early I900's (1900- 
1907) church members 
decided to put a furnace in 
the church; They had to 
tunnel a path under the 
church, by hand and hor- 
sepower, and dig a round 
circle in the center for the 
furnace. In later years, they 
were able to Jack up the 
church, remove all the dirt 
that remained from the 
tunnel, and put in walls, 
which is where the seniors 
now have their meetings. 
One of the seniors, Michael 
Titus, fondly recalls: "I was 
15 and I was one of the 
helpers. It look a long time to 
get ail that dirt out of there 
and I remember, we had a 
Fordson tractor that sure 
made a lot of smoke! Father 
Loukemper, pastor at that 
time, would come out in the 
afternoon and give us 
something to drink, and boy, 
did that taste good!" 

Among the old pictures of 
St. Mary's which Schmitt 
has procured, is one of the 
Am arm Brothers Dance Hall 



in Round Lake. Evidently > 
this was where people would 
get together for parties and 
family gatherings, etc. That 
dance hall was the structure 
we all know as the Brass 
Wheel, which was recently 
destroyed by fire. 

President Diebold recalls: 
"I remember my parents 
getting me all bundled up 
when I was about five, for 
the trip to the dance hall by 
sleigh. It was quite a long 
trip at that time, especially 
by sleigh." 

Another senior, Josephine 
Lenzen, said, "My mother 
came to this area when she 
was six or seven years old. 
Both Lenzen and her sister, 
Rose Klabunde, fondly 
recalled how their parents 
had donated the cost of the 
main alter at St. Mary's 
around 1899. 

In 1912 Father Bay, pastor 
at the time, had arranged to 
have a combined school and 
convent completed, and it 
was dedicated by Ar- 
chbishop Mundelcin. 

It appears that many of 
the former residents and/or 
relatives still reside in or 
about this area. 

A bell from the original , 
church, cast in 1865, is on the 
front lawn of St. Mary's, a 
constant reminder of "the 
days of yore!"

Edison Proposes Summertime Cuts 



Commonwealth Edison 
has asked the Illinois 
Commerce Commission 
(ICC) to reduce sum- 
mertime electricity charges 
by 12.4 percent for the first 
400 kilowatthours (KWH) 
used by all of Edison's 2.7 
million residential 
customers. 

Approximately one-half of 
all monthly residential bills 
issued over a year's time are 
for less than 400 kwh, Edison 
noted. All residential 
customers would receive a 
23.3 percent reduction for the 
first 100 kwh used. The lower 
rate would begin to go into 
effect May 15, if approved by 
the ICC. 

, The large differentail 
' between summer and non- 
summer charges, which has 
* been in effect for the past 



several years, has not im- 
proved the company's 
system load pattern, Edison 
maintained. It has, in fact, 
discouraged customers from 
using heat relief devices 
during moderate summer 
weather, but not on the 
hottest days. 

Since customers use air 
conditioners on hot days 
regardless of cost, peak 
electric demand continues to 
increase, but the lower 
utilization during warm 
weather lowers Edison's 
load' factor. A higher load 
factor is better, Edison 
maintains, since, fixed costs 
are spread over more 
kilowatthours which will, 
over time, result in lower 
electric rates. 

Company surveys have 
repeatedly shown that 



customers don't understand 
the existing pricing and find 
increased summer rates 
highly objectionable. 

"In particular, these 
reductions address the 
concerns of residential 
customers who use little or 
no air conditioning and who 
have felt that they have been 
unfairly charged at the 
higher rate," Edison Vice 
President Donald Pelkus 
observed. 

Presently, the summer 
rate is 12.52 cents per kwh ' 
for all kwh used. Under 
Edison's proposal, the 
charge would drop to 9.60 
cents per kwh for the first 
100 kwh and 11.421 cents for 
the next 300 kwh. The 
summer rate would remain 
12.52 cents per kwh for all 
usage over 400 kwh. 



Non-summer kwh charges 
would be increased to 
narrow the current large 
differential between sum- * 
mcr and non-summer, 
charges. Currently, the non- 
summer rate is 7.474 cents 
per kwh for the first 400 kwh 
and 4.573 cents per kwh for 
all kwh over 400. Under the 
proposed new schedule, the 
first 400 kwh would be billed 
at 9.60 cents per kwh and all 
kwh over 400 at 4.786 cents 
per kwh. The company 
-stated that the summer -and 
non-summer changes were 
expected to balance out and 
result in no net change.
